Capt. Rows Commander, and arrived the 
ath of April at Canfo, appointed by the 
Governor to be the Place of Rendezvous 
for the Tranfports and Cruizers, my a 
Communication of Intelligence be n 
himfelf at Bofon, General Pepperell’s Camp 
before the Town of Lovifoourg, and Mr. 
Warren from the Ships before the Harbour, 
and for lodging all Stores not in immediate 
Ule in the Camp and Fleet ; where they 
found the N:w-Hampfbire Forces, being 
304, inclufive of Cemmiffion Officers, ar- 
cived 4 Days before them, and were joined 
the 2sth of the fame Month by the Connec-

However ufeful. this Place may be in 
Point of Commerce, to anfwer the great 
in of the State, or to.check the growing 

vwer of France; it certainly 1s not, at 
prefent, the moft agrecable Place to live in, 
as being extremely damp, cold, and foggy ; 
fo that fometimes we don’t fee the Sun, 
tho” in Summer, for a Fortnight together. 
But I take the Cafe to. be here, as in all 
uncultivated Countries ig. this. Climate, 
where the Earth, for Want of being ftir'd 
and manur’d, imbibes infinite Damp and 
Cold, which overpoweis and chills the 
pregnant Salts, and renders them unopera- 
tive ; but otherwife, we have only the Dif- 
advantage of lying on the wrong Side of 
the Mountains, from whence the Winter 
Air muft blow exceffive cold. You may 
naturally infer from hence, that if we keep 
this Place, dnd that Commerce fhall flou- 
fith, the Country will, by Degrees, be- 
come finely cultivated, and then the pre- 
fent Inconveniences vanifh: For which 
Reafon I much with, that, if Canada be 
taken, it may be effectually deftroy’d ; for 
if it be kept, the Inhabitants will generally 
leave this Place to go thither. On the cen- 
trary, if Quebeck be deftroy’d, the Indian 
Trade may be brought down hither, which 
will not only bring Inhabitants from al) 
Parts of his Majcfty’s Dominions, and 
render the Place rich and flourifhing, but

Farther Obfervations on ELECTRICITY« 


HE Word Ete@tricity was firft applied 
to that Property which Elec?rum, or 
Amber, was found to have when violently 
‘rubbed, of attraéting light Bodies of alf 
Kinds. ‘This Property was afterwards 
found in Glafs, Wax, Refins, folid Bitu- 
mens, and in general in moft unctuous fo- 
lid Bodies, as well as in Diamonds, &c. 

It. was found afterwards, that, as ioon 
as any light Matter had acquired an eleétri- 
cal Virtue, it was no longer attracted by 
the Agent, which the Moment before had 
attracted it, but, on the contrary, was re- 
pelled with a very great Force; and this 
repulfive Power continued till the fugitive 
Matter had touched any adjacent Body, 
to which it inftantly communicated its own 
ele&trick Power ; and then, if within the 
Sphere of Attraétion of any other Elec- 
trick, it was forcibly drawn to that, as it 
‘had been at firft, and was again driven 
away inftantaneoufly. Thus, for inftance, 
they found a Feather eafily attracted by a 
Glafs Tube elettiificd ; but as foon as it 
had once touched the Tube, it fled off, and 


G would then the fame in all DireAtions, till 


the Feather had loft its Eleétricity by touche 
‘jing fome other Body, and then it was im- 
mediately, again, in an attractive State to 
the Tube. 
Upon farther Enquiries, it was difcovered, 
GEegz that 
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that the attractive Power, as well as the 
repulfive, could be imparted to other Bo- 
dies befides the Tube. For it was found, 
that a Boy being fufpended im filken or 
woellen Cords in the Air, and being elec- 
triged at his Head, his Feet attraéted and 
then repelled Leaf-gold, Feathers, or other 
light Matters. 

In the next Place they obferved, when 
any Body was very much impregnated 
with the eleétrical Power, upon the Con- 
tact of any non-eleétrick Subttance, the 
ele&trick often fnapped, crackled, and fome- 
times emitted Rays ef Light copioufly. This 
is better illuftrated by fufpending a long 
Pole in filken Cords, and hanging a fmall 
Bundle of Threads at one End ; then hav- 
ing excited the electrifying Power in a 
Glafs Tube of about an Inch Dianteter, by 
grafping a Piece of brown Paper round it, 
and rubbing it violently up and down, ap- 
plying the electrick Tube to the Threads, 
and inftantly the other End of the Pole 
inaps, crackles, and emits Rays of Light 


copioufly. The fame Effects are produced C 


by turning a Glafs Globe round its own 
Axis, 

Or, if a Perfon ftands upon Wax, Refin,

MARNOCK and the Lord BALMERINO, 
ex Monday, Avuguft 18, 1746, (See p. 
394.) With fome Account of their Be- 
haviour, Family and Chara€ter, 


BOUT Six in the Morning, rooo of 

the Foot Guards, a Troop of Life- 
Guards, and one of Horfe Grenadier Guards, 
march'd thro® the City to Tower- Hill, They 
march'd in upon the Hill from Torwer-Srreet, 
and the Foot threw themfelves into the 
Form of a Battledore, the round Part in- 
clofing the Scaffold in the Center, and the 
Handle being form’d by two Lines, extend - 
ing to the Tower Gate, with a proper Space 
between for the Proceffion to pafs. The 
Horfe Grenadiers and Horfe Guards were 
drawn up in the Rear of the Foot, witha 


Earl of Kilmarnock, and Mr. Sherif ( hayne 
with Lord Balmerino, 5.

Therein the Earl 
declar'd his deep Senfe of the Greatne’s of 
his Crime, and his hearty Sorrow for it. 
About Twelve, the Earl of Kilmarnsct, 
drefs'd in Black, walk’d from the fait 
Houfe to the Scaffold, attended by the 
Sheriffs, Mr. Fefer, the other Divine, and 
fome other Gentlemen. When he came on 
the Scaffold, he bow'd to the People, the 
black Rays being turn’d up, that they might 
have a clear View of the Execution. He 
talk’d with the Sheriffs and Officers t- 
tending for about ten Minutes. Then hav- 
ing fpent fome Time in Devotion, he took 
the Bag from his Hair, and by the Help ot

way in a Herfe to the Tower. He behaved 
with great Decency on the Scaffold, but 4 
was weak in Body, having been indifpofed 
for fome Days paft. He was very penitent, 
and appeared melancholy at his unhappy 
Circumftances; notwithftanding he bore 
his Death with the Conduét and Refolution 
of a Man: In fhort, his Behaviour was fo 
mech like the Chriftian and the Gentle- 
man, that it drew Tears from Thoufands 
of the Spectators. 

The Executioner was obliged to fhift

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Care of, as Lord Kilmarnock’s had been, 
together with the Body was put into the 
Coffin, and convey’d in the fame Manner 
to the Zewer ; where they were both in- 
terred in the Evening. 

The Number of Speétators at thefe Exe. 
cutions was incredible ; the Hill, the Scaf- 
folding, ang the Houfes being crowded 
with People, who in general behaved with 
great Decency during the whole Solemnity ; 
and very litthe Damage or Mifchicf was 
done, either by Accident or otherwife. 


To give now fome Account of the’e two 
unfortunate Noblemen: Hidzam Earl of 
Kilmarnock was the fousth Earl of that 
Name. He cefcended from an antient, ho- 
nourable, and loyal Family in Scotland, 
which, inftead of extenuating, aggravated his 
Crime ; but what drove him to take Share 
in the Jate defperate Rebellion, or when he 
firft became a Party in it, is uncertain. In 
his Speech at the Bar of the Houfe of Lords, 
he declares he did not join the Pretender 
til after the Battle of Preffon-Pans, but as 
that whole Performance has been cenfur’d, 
a; being void of Truth in many Paflages, 
fo there may be fome Uncertainty in this, 
Suppoting it to be true, fome fay he did not 
do it then, but by the Inftigation of his 
Countefs, who being a Roman Catholick, na- 
turally became a Partizan for the Pretender ; 
but as he has in many Inftances given Indi- 
cations of having little Refpect for his Lady, 
we are apter to believe the Defperatenefs of 
his Fortune engag’d him in that rafh At- 
tempt. He has left feveral Children, par- 
ticularly three Sons, one of. whom was in 
the Rebellion with his Father, and anothér 
in the vittorious Army at Culloden, come 
mancded by his Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Cumberland, This Earl loft his Father when 
he was very young, and difcover'd betimes 
a Genius not unequal to_his Birth; but as 
he grew up, inflead of applying himflf to 
the dry Amufements of the Study, he 
launch’d out into the World in Purfuit of 
Pleafures, which were more expenfive than 
his Fortune could fupport, and hy this 
Means, confiderably reduced an Eftate, that 
devolv d to him not without fome Incum- 
brances ; which, trom. the moft probable 
Conjecture, was the true Reafon. of his 
taking up Arms againft the King. His 
Perfon was.tall and graceful, his: Counte- 
nance mild, and his Complexion pale ; and 
he had Abilities, if they had been properly 
applied, which might have render’d him 
capable of bringing an Increafe of Honour 
to his Famuly, inflead of Ruin and Difgrace. 

Arthur Lord Balmerino was a Deicendant 
of an antient,Scorch Family, from.a Ger- 
man Stock, and fecond Sen of the third 
Lord Balmerino, How, or when he join’d 

the 
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the Rebels, to us is utterly a Secret ; and 
tho’ he feems to have had a confiderable 
Command, yet we fearce heard any Thing 
of him til he was made a Prifoner. If 
we were to draw his Charaéter, abftraéted 
from the Confideration of his beimg an 
Enemy to the prefent happy Government, 
we fhould call him a blunt refolute Man, 
who would, if his Principles had not been 
tainted with Facobiti/m, have appear'd ho- 
neft in the Eyes of thofe who love Sin- 
cerity ; but he was not fo happy as to be 
loyal. His Perfon was very plain, his 
Shape clumfy, but his Make {trong ; he 
had no Marks about him of the polite Gen- 
@leman, tho’ his feeming Sincerity recom- 
pens’d all thofe Defects. He was illiterate 
in refpe& of his Birth, but rather from a 
total Want of Application to Letters than 


» Want of Ability. He has lefta Lady be- 


hind him, but whether any Children or no, 
we know not. When he came upon the 
Scaffold, tho’ he behav’d with what fome 
may account a blameable Intrepidity, yet it 
was not with Indecency, or any Shew of 
Prophanenefs or Irreligion.

When a Man (fays he) begins to afk a Rea- 
fon of this Doctrine of theirs, that Proximity 
Blood does give a Title unchangeable by 
any human Laws, the Teachers of it dif- 
fer exceodingly : Some of them tell us of a 
divine patriarchal Right, which Kings, as 
natural Fathers of their People, have de- 
tived down td them from Adam ; and this 
Notion, tho’ it be no older than the prefent 
Age, has been very frequent in Mens Mouths 
and Books. But they confider not, that if 
this be true, there never can be but one 
rightful Monarch in the Univerfe ; that is, 
he only who is the dire€&t and lineal Heir of 
Adam, then hving: And thus thefe great

Princes in the World, fince none of “* . 
at this Day can make any fuch Title ™ 

There are others, who being defirous t 
beftow upon the Crown a Compliment of 
the ike Nature, which they were 3: 

A fame Time obtaining from it, have dectar4 
in general, that Monarchy is of divin. 
Right, that Princes fucceed by the Laws of 
God, that their Title is not fubje@ to ap 
earthly Cognifance, nor Owing to any Con 
fent of the People. But the Contlequences 
of this Opinion are not once confidered by 
thefe Men, that thereby the Property of 
all Subje¢ts, and the Laws of all Countrie 
are deftroy'd together ; for no human Law; 
or Contraéts can bind or reftrain a Powe 
divinely inftituted ; (or if you like jt in 
the Words f of a great Cardinal) a Jurifdic. 
diction which is of divine Right, is not al. 
terable by the Will or Power of Man, 

Befides, ali Communities which live un. 
der another Form ef Government, mui 

C be guilty of violating this divine Infitv- 
tion ; and prehaps there are few others, 
befides the great Txrk’s Dominions, which 
are governed as they ought to be. 

In what a damnable Condition are the 
Venetians, and the Netherlands, who admit 
no Monarch at all? Poland and the Em- 
pire, who ele& their Princes, and will not 
hear talk of this divine Right of Succef- 


D fion ? Arreagon, where they do not eled 


their King, but tell him plainly at his Co- 
ronation, that they will depofe him, if he 
obferves not the Conditions which they re- 
quire of him, and have a certain Orhcer 
call'd E/ ‘Fufitia for that Purpofe; nay, 
even France itfelf, which, it is notorioully 
known, does exclude Women from this 
E divine Right ? 

That Government is of Nature, and de- 
rived from God, is manifeft: Nothing ss 
more natural in Man than the Defire ot So- 
ciety, and without Government, Socc'y 
would be intolerable. But can it be proved 
from hence, that the Government cannot 
be moulded into feveral Forms agreeable 
to the Interefts and Difpofitions ot the '¢- 
veral Nations, and may not be ver 
from Time to Time, as Occafion requis 
by the mutual Confent of the Governor, 
and thofe who are governed ? 3

HE more the Publick regrets the Lofs 
: of the late Mr. Samuel Van de Putte, 
the famous Traveller, the more Reafon 
there is to hope they will be pleafed with 
fuch Papers of his as can be recovered and 


preferved. It is with this View, and toD 
encourage others who may have more va- 
juable Fragments of his in their Hands, 
that we fend abroad the following Extract 
of a Letter written by him, Fuly 19, 1742, 
frorh Pattena. 


qe Mr. Joun Arzert SicuTERMAN, 
Coun fellor Extraordinary of the Indies, E 
asd Dire&or of Bengal. 


FTER quitting Lhafa, the Capital of 
Thibet, I paiied thro’ all the Great 
Tartary, or Afiatick Scythia of the Antients, 
quite to the North of China, traverfing 
Countries which are not fo much as men- 
tioned in our Charts, if we except Luta- 
noor, which is as much as to fay, the Blue F 
Sea ; fo called by the Flat Tartars, be-aufe 
vue Surface of the Water appears to be of 
that Colour. I had paffed in three different 
Places that famous and incomparable Bar- 
rier, which the Emperors of Ching have 
raifed fome Ages ago, to defend their 
Country from the Incurfions of the Tar- 
gers, and I have now paffed it the fourth 
Time, under a fictitious Name, after hav- 
ang difguifed myfelf the beft I could, and 
under Pretence of Sicknefs, concealing as 
much as poffible, whatever might difcover 
me to be an Furepean, and particularly my 
Eyes. It was by the Help of a nume- 
gous Train of Camcls belonging to a Lama,

wonderful Wafl, without having a Paffpor 
from a Mandarin. Such was the Method | 
took, and having once got into the Coun. 
try, 1 continued my Journey to Peking. As 
it was not poffible for me, on account of 
the before-mentioned War, to find an Op. 
portunity of going from that Capital into 
Ruffia , and, as there was likewife no Pot. 
fibility of getting to Canton, on account of 
the Perfecution of the Chriftians, 1 took 
my Route thro’ the Upper China, or by the 
Wefiern Provinces, traverfing a very moun- 
tainous Country, which is not particularly 
defcribed in our Charts, and repaffed 12/2, 
of which I have fpoken before. I purtued 
my Journey from thence by the Sources of 
the Ganges, thro’ the charming Diftrié of 
Cachimir 3 and paffing thro’ the Lej/er Cu- 
zurat, and by Lalor, I am now ami‘ 
at Indoflan, &c.

Ay, ' A are fomewhat uneafy here at the

FOWARDS the End of laft 

Month, Dr. Barry, a Phy- 

 fician, was taken into Cuf- 

4h tody by one of his Maie- 

fty’s Meffengers, and all his 

ee DH Papers feized, by Virtue of 

a Warrant from his Grace the Duke of 

Newcaftle, He was afterwards committed 

to Newgate. "Twas faid, he was concern’d 

in remitting Money to the Pretender.

HE Siege of Charlerey having been 

carried on by a Detachment from the 
French Army under the Prince of Conti, 
whilft Marthal Saxe, with the main Body 
of their Army, lay at Tirlemont, or between 
that and Namur, the fame was pufhed with 
fuch Vigour, that on the 2ad «i. O.S. 
the Garifen were obliged to furrender Pri- 
foners of War, being in Number about 
1500 Aufirians and Dutch, after which the 
Prince of Conti’s Detachment joined their 
Grand Army, and thereby rendered it much 
fuperior to the Allied Army ; but as the lat- 
ter had pofted themfelves behind the AZ- 
baigne, and between that River and the 
Maes, the French durft not venture to at- 
tack them, fo that nothing but Skirmifhes 
between advanced Parties happened. In 
the mean Time Marfhal Saxe was contriv- 
ing to cut off the Communication between 
the Ailied Army and the Places from 
whence they drew their Provifions, as well 
as to intercept the Train of Artillery, and 
a great Body of Recruits coming to them 
from Germany. For this Purpofe he detach’d 
Count Lowendab/, with a large Body of 
Troops, towards Huy, whilft he, with the 
main Body, made a Feint as if he was 
marching to attack the Allies in their Camp. 
Count Lowendabl, fucceeded fo far in his 
Defign, as to make himfelf Matter of Huy ; 
but the Artillery and Recruits from Ger- 
many, having had timely Notice, altered 
their Route, and by forced Marches got into 
Macfiricht, However, as the French had, by 
the taking of Huy, and by poffeffing them- 
felves of all the Paffes by Land, betweer 
Maefricht and Namur, rendered it impoffi- 
ble for the Allied Army to receive any 
Provifions or Reinforcements from Holland, 
Macfricht, or Leize, it became neceffary for 
them to pafs the Maes ; which they did on 
the 18th Inftant, at Wamar, and encamp'd 
at O’bay, near Grand Pre’, about two 
Leagues and an half from Namur, in the 
Way to Luxembourg, having left their Rear 
Guard at Wafieges and Nefile, confifting of 
General Trips’s Corps, the greateft Part of 
the Grenadiers of the Army, and fome 
Cavalry, under the Command of Liecute- 
nant Genera] Smiffaert and Major General 
Lindman, who were to follow the Army in 
a Day or two, Before the Allied Army 
paffed over the Maes, on the 1th In- 
ftant, there happened a fmart Skirmith 
between Boneff and Ramillies, where a 
French Corps of about 60co0 Men were 
potted.
